Washington, Oct. 13.—-The Chicago and 
Alton and other railroads having filed 
petitions with the Intei’state comTneree 
commission asking for an extem^ion of 
the time within which their cars are re­ 
quired to be equipped with the auto­ 
matic couplers and 
power, or 
train, 
brakes, the time flxed by act of congress 
being Jan. 1, isys, the commission has 
made an order that on Wednesday. Dee. 
1, it %viil hear petitions filed 
on 
or 
before Nov. 15, and at which time all 
persons interested for. or who oppose an 
extension of time, may appear. 
Any 
person may a t the hearing, or a t any 
time prior thereto, file with the commis­ 
sion any aflidavit. statement or argu­ 
ment bearing upon the question. 
The 
commission also requires that any road 
asking for extension shall publish a no­ 
tice of the fact and also post such notice 
in its several stations. 


The commission has also ordered that 
any railroad filing application for exten­ 
sion shall also make, on or before Nov. 
20, a statem ent under oath of the num­ 
ber of freight cars owned, the number 
of freight cars which w'ill be equipped 
with automatic couplers, and the num­ 
ber which isill be equipped with power, 
or train b r» e s by the lat day of De­ 
cember, 1§97; the number of freight cam 
which have been equipped with auto­ 
matic couplers, and the number which 
have been equipped with power, or train, 
brakes each calendar year since the act 
want into effect March 2, 1893. The com- 
mkislon requires this information to be 
furnished for the purpose of knowing 
what effort the carriers have made to 
comply with the provisions of this law, 
and whether the railroads have endeav­ 
ored in good faith to comply therewith. 


The commission may extend the time 
as to ons railroad and refuse to extend 
It as to another, and If it should appear 
upon Investigation that some particular 
railroad had gone on without any seri­ 
ous Intention or design of equipping Its 
ears within the time limited by the act 
It may refuse It relief, while granting 
It to another road. 
The railroads are 
very anxious for an extension of time, In 
order to avoid liability In damage suits 
where accidents may be alleged to be 
due to I11ef?al and defective appliances.

LEARNED SOMETHING IN ITALY. 


Alliaiiy, N. Y.. Xow Has a Meridian Lina 
K»tablli»hr4l in the SIreel. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 13.~Thls city has 
an 
Innovation 
which 
Mayor 
Thaeher believes other cities will follow. 
It is a '‘meridian line," and has aroused 
curiosity among Albanians. The merid­ 
ian line is being placed in positlor. diag­ 
onally across the sidewalk at the south­ 
west corner of the city hail. It is nearly 
completed 
and 
has 
already accom- 
pilBhed the purpose for which 
Mayor 
Thaelter desired it when he asked the 
common council to appropriate a certain 
sum for the establishment of a meridian 
line in the sidewalk and a bronze tablet 
on the city hall on which should be In­ 
scribed the longitude and latitude of the 
city of Albany. 


The Idea of a meridian line ñrst struck 
Mayor Thaeher while m aking,a visit to 
cathedral in Milan, Italy. He noticed 
a brass strip In the floor and upon In­ 
quiry learned that it was intended to 
establish 
the direction 
uf north and 
south. The m ay% thought 
that 
this 
m’ould be a good tnlng for his own city, 
and last May suggested it to the com­ 
mon council. The 
latter Immediately 
acted favorably upon his advice and 
City Engineer Andrews was requested 
to do the necessary 
work 
with 
the 
mayor. 


It Is suggested that there is a very Im­ 
portant value to a meridian line proper­ 
ly established, and that no county seat 
in the country should be without one. 
In fact it'w ould fill a long-felt w'ant. 
Much dlfllculty Is experienced frequent­ 
ly In establishing ,the bounds of farm 
property, 
principally 
l)ecause county 
surveyors have no common line to w'hlch 
to refer their courses, and turn ofT the 
arlation on their compasses from some 
section line on a survey they may be 
making at the time. No two compasses 
give the same variation and sometimes 
the lines of a survey are recorded as be­ 
ing run %vlth a different variation for 
each of the sides. Surveyors can easily 
see the advantage 
of 
a 
permanent 
meridian.

The board 
of health issued an address declaring the 
disease to be of a light type and stating 
that eleven cases have been reported all 
told, and that these eleven are either re ­ 
covered or convalescent.
